A New Textile, u , 

The New Orleans Picayune gltos the follow- 
ing account of a now plant : 

A new plont boa been added to tho resources 
of our tropical and semi-tropical region — a 
now textile, wbicb will furnish ibo world witlj 
clothing and a moans of knowledge. \V« havo 
aeon within a few days long ekcins of a cottoni 
liko librc, cotton-'.ike in sol'tuess, whiteness 
anil fmenciia, but much stronger, which Is now 
prodncod at the ratu of livu crops per year iu 
llie State of Vera Cruz, Mexico, whcru it has 
been cultivated for tho last fivu yeiira by ii 
Belgian botanist and nuluralitit, who went 
thero to pursue his tavorito iiudii s and occii- 
pnlioUB in n Eoil and cliinato wliicli fiivor tijeui. 

This pbint, called tho rundo, io a native of 
Java; was introduced llicnco into llie Jardin 
de.i IMantes at Paris by some French aavan in 
IB 11 ; was regarded then as simply exhibiting 
tho wondoriul adrantages of the tropics, being 
too delicate for open air culture in cold cli^ 
mates. But baving been planted and irii-d in 
warmer climates than that of France, yet not 
ao equHtoriiil m that ol ,Iiiva, it liiij been 
found 10 do 112 Will in tln iii. 

It is due to .M. liciitio Rae/.l, formerly chief 
of the Ilorticnitiiral Iiisliliilo ol' lli l^'iiiiii , now 
of Hsntocoiniipnnii, San Andres Mustla, >Stnte 
of Vera Cruz, Mexico, that wo can new pru- 
uouiico it a naturalized plant of this conlinent, 
and to hia present visit to this cily will speed- 
ily owe its introduction into the liold culliire 
of tho Gulf State, to which it will perma- 
nently pertain. 

Tho ramio (its Javanese name) le a plant liko 
hemp, contains in its sttvik tho Qbre tor which 
it is raised, ond which is grown liko sugar 
cane, fioni lieiiig planted in lengths or from 
iti) stubbie ; with tlii.s nilvanlivL'^o over tlio stub- 
ble ol ilio cane, that encb snccecdiug year it 
•growa better, and tluit in Cuba and Lower 
Mexico it will liiniisb fivu, aud bcro at least 
three enUiiiga in the year.
